SPOTLIGHTING  THE  SEASON 

Rocky  Mount  Senior  High's  1960  football  team  failed  to 
retain  its  Eastern  4-A  Conference  championship  in  a  year 
in  which  the  Blackbirds  soared  to  peaks  of  glory  and  also 
fell  to  depths  of  disappointment. 

The  year  of  extremes  saw  the  Birds  of  Coach  Chris  Car- 
penter compile  a  5-5  record  anil  third  place  in  the  conference. 
Unable  to  put  together  two  straight  wins  through  the  year, 
the  Blackbirds  saw  their  title  hopes  dashed  when  they"  lost 
two  conference  sanies  during  a  three-week  period  midway 
the  season;  19-10  to  Wilmington,  and  i'li-7  to  Wilson  two 
weeks  later. 

Highlights  of  the  season  were  plentiful.  Establishing  them- 
selves as  one  of  the  highest  scoring  teams  in  BMHS  history, 
the  Birds  crushed  Oxford  Orphanage  64-13  in  the  season's 
opener,  bombarded  Norfolk  Catholic  75-0,  and  whipped 
Goldsboro  34-0. 

But  there  were  low  spots,  chiefly  the  whipping  by  arch-rival 
Wilson,  a  shocking  32-13  loss  to  Class  3-A  Tarboro,  and  the 
bitter  defeat  by  Wilmington. 

Three  Blackbird  stars  gained  post-season  honors.  Halfback 
speedster  Ronnie  Jackson,  gigantic  tackle  Purvis  Edwards, 
and  center  Jerry  Horner  were  All-Conference  selections. 
Jackson  and  Edwards  drew  All-State  notices,  were  nom- 
inated for  All-Southern  and  All-American,  and  were  picked 
for    the    Shrine     Bowl    and    the    East-West     All-Star    Game.

Having  set  a  school  record  by  rolling  up  a  65-13  score  against  Oxford  in  the  firsl 
game,  the  Birds  felt  the  rest  of  the  season  would  be  anti-climatic.  They  struggled  along, 
plagued  by  mediocrity  and  mishaps,  winning  and  losing  their  share.
